Wortman’s lieutenants pro- 
moted Gorman’s business and 
12 of Wortman’s hoodlums ap- 
peared on his payrolls.

BIG WAVE HITS TRAKSPORT,

YOKOSUKA, Japan, Aug. ll 
(UPI) — A huge wave crashed 
over the bow of the United States 
naval transport Bexar Sunday, 
causing the deaths of four men, 
the Navy disclosed today. Six 
others were injured. 

Ens. Robert D. Stannus of San 
Antonio, Tex., lost his life in 
rescuing a marine. He got the 
marine, who was clinging to a 
lifeboat, back to the ship safely, 
but was himself pulled under the 
ship. 

None of the dead or injured 
was from the St. Louis area. All 
except Stannus were on the fore- 
castle when the wave struck. It 
tore life rafts and other equip- 
ment loose, swept two men over- 
board and dashed the others 
against bulkheads.’

James J. Wadsworth and Sir | 
Michael Wright of Britain said 
they welcomed the Soviet move | 
and would put the scientists’ rec- 
ommendations into treaty lan- | 
guage for consideration by the | 
conference. | 

The scientists suggested send- | 
ing five or six satellites thou- | 
sands of miles up to watch ol 
nuclear explosions in outer | 
space. The satellites presumably | 
would be launched by the three 
powers. 

If the cost proved exorbitant, 
the experts recommended an al- 
ternative system of between six 
and 10 satellites in orbit at alti- 
tudes of from 300 to 420 miles.

Committee sources said the 
group voted down at least six 
financing plans, most of them 
involving some form of increase 
in the gasoline tax, at a two- 
hour closed session. 

Veterans’ Pension Bill. 


By the Associated Press. ; 
The Senate Finance Committee 


yesterday approved a House- 
passed bill revising the vet- 
erans’ pension system, but 
trimmed its cost in some fe- 
spects. | 

The bill, which concerns only 
pensions for veterans with non- 
service-connected disabilities and 
their dependents, would cost 
10 billion dollars more than the 
present law in the next 40 years 
as it passed the House. 

Veterans’ Administration of- 
ficials said they were unable to 
tell immediately just how much 
that would be trimmed by the 
comnnittee changes. 

The VA officials did agree that 
the first-year cost of the Sen- 
ate bill would be less than half 
of the $307,000,000 estimated for 
the House measure. 

Comment by Byrd. 
Senator Harry F. Byrd (Dem.) 
Virginia, the committee chair- | 
man, said the revisions went at 
least part way toward meeting | 
Eisenhower Administration ob- 

jections to the House bill. 

The- most costly part of the 
House bill, called the widow’s 
equalization feature, would put 
World War II and Korean War 
widows on the same basis for | 
pensions as World War I wid- 
ows. This was estimated to cost 
more than 22 billion dollars in 
the next 40 years. 


Under the House bill, this 
equalization provision would take | 
effect July 1, 1960. The Senate 
committee voted to make it two. 
years later, July 1, 1962. This | 
eliminated $154,000,000 of cost | 
for the first year. : 

Other provisions of the bill 
are designed to put the non-| 
service-connected pensions on a 
sliding-scale basis, to be deter- 
mined by need. In the House 
version, these changes were esti- 
mated to save 12 billion in 40 
years. The Senate Finance 
Committee changes would make 
the new payments somewhat less 
liberal, and thus increase the 
saving. | 

Appropriation Bill. 


The House yesterday passed 
its last scheduled appropriation 
bill of 1959, a $1,284,012,700 
measure financing military con- / 
struction programs. [t sent the 
bill to the Senate by voice vote 
without amendment. | 

The bill’s total was $278,187,300 | 
less than Mr. Eisenhower had | 
requested. The money is to fi- | 
nance hundreds of military pro- 
jects in the United States and 
abroad for the fiscal year that | 
started July 1. 

The largest allotment, $777,-. 
066,600, was for the Air Force. 
Other major. allotments included | 
$272,564,100 for the Army and | 


$188,637,000 for the Navy. | 


It was the seventeenth annual | 
appropriation bill passed this | 
session by the House and 
boosted to about $2,750,000,000 
the total cut by the House from | 
the President’s requests for new | 
funds. Much of this cut, how- | 
ever, has been restored by the. 
Senate.

The United States could easily |

The Quter Mongolian government 
is eager to win recognition from | 
the United States. It wishes to 
join the United Nations and to) 
break out of its isolation. 

No responsible official in Ulan | 
Bator would think of saying any- 
thing publicly to offend Moscow 
or Peiping. But it is evident that 
Outer Mongolia is attempting to 
play the classic role of a weak 
country situated between two 
powerful neighbors, trying to bal- | 
ance one against the other. In| 
this delicate game the ability to 
call in third powers is of major | 
importance, 

Outer Mongolia’s ability to play | 
the balancing game is handi- | 
capped by the fact that it is a 
member of the Communist bloc. 
For many years, Outer Mongolia 
was treated as a Soviet protec- 
torate with no real voice in for- 
eign relations. 


The rise of Communist -arod 
has brought an end to Outer | 
Mongolia’s role as a quasivassal | 
of Moscow. Today the Ulan Ba- 
tor government is seeking to es- 
tablish non-Communist interna-| 
tional relationships on a broad 
scale. : 

THUS FAR, the steps have been | 
halting. Diplomatic ties have been | 
obtained with several Asian na-| 
tions.

What Ulan Bator really wants | 
is recognition by Western great 
powers. A few Western corre- 
spondents have been permitted 
to come to Outer Mongolia. In 
September, an international con- 
gress of specialists in Mongol 
language and literature will be 
held. Mongolists from 26 coun- | 
tries have been invited. The par- | 
ticipants will spend about 10 days 
in Outer Mongolia, visiting his- 
toric sites. 

An outstanding feature of the 
conflict between China and the 
Soviet Union is China’s superior 
attractive force. Young Mongol 
intellectuals return from Peiping 
with a crusading spirit. No such 
emotional change seems to be 
produced by study or visits to 
the Soviet Union or eastern Eu- 
rope 

Diplomats stationed in Red 
China say a similar enthusiasm 
is instilled in many young Asians 
who view Peiping as the mecca 
of their dreams. 

THESE DIPLOMATS view 
China’s efforts to influence Out- 
er Mongolia within the frame- 
work of a diplomatic offensive 
to win wider influence, especially 
in Asian and African countries. 

It is not easy for the Soviet 
Union to combat the ideological 
pull of Peiping.

The Case at Santiago 


Secretary of State Herter’s fundamental 
task at the conference in Santiago, Chile, is 
to convince the other 20 members of the 
Organization of American States that this 
country does not favor dictators. 

Charges of favoritism have echoed after 
each dictator’s downfall in recent years — 
and many have been overthrown. Four dicta- 
torships remain south of the border, in Para- 
guay, the Dominican Republic, Nicaragua and 
possibly Haiti, Three are in the Caribbean. 

In addition, uneasy fears have been aroused 
that Cuba, having overthrown one dictator, 
may fall into the hands of another. Fidel 
Castro led a genuinely popular revolution, 
but has proved less than anxious to turn that 
revolution over to the people through elec- 
tions. We hope his government will show a 
readiness at Santiago to moderate the excesses 
of his movement and put Cuba unmistakably 
on the track to real popular democracy. 


The Santiago conference was initiated by 
the Dominican Republic. In May, Nicaragua 
was invaded ‘by revolutionaries and, in June, 
the Dominican Republic. Both protested of 
interference by the Castro government in 
Cuba. Now Cuba’s Isle of Pines is said to 
have been attacked from Dominican territory. 


Thus the Caribbean offers a serious threat 
to New World peace, while the primary re- 
sponsibility of the OAS is to keep peace. Mr. 
Herter goes to Santiago with definite ideas 
about how to proceed. 


The United States hopes to form an OAS 
committee to keep an eye on the Caribbean, 
to allow the OAS Peace Committee to act on 
its own without requests from both parties 
in a dispute, and to encourage ratification of 
a 1928 convention in which the signatories 
refuse to permit their territory to be used 
to launch attacks on a neighbor. A few days 
ago the Senate made the United States the 
sixth signatory. 

These North American proposals face a 
Latin American handicap. None of the south- 
ern democracies is eager to help protect dic- 
tatorships, or to Seem to stifle popular re- 
bellion. Hence Secretary Herter will have 
to convince the sister republics that the ob- 
ject is not to safeguard dictators, but to safe- 
guard peace. n 

First, we think, the United States delegates 
can show that this country has not lost faith 
in freedom, and believes that democracy 
eventually will sweep the hemisphere. Mr. 
Herter can point out, if he will, that the 
United States quit sending arms to Dictator 
Batista, has carefully kept hands off Cuba, 
and supported every popular revolutionary 
government that has come to power in Latin 
America, 

* am a 

Nevertheless, the ‘Secretary of State will 
have to make plain that international law 
cannot be applied in one way to democracies 
and another way to dictatorships, and that 
there is no way to guarantee peace for one 
and revolt for the other. The convention 
against fomenting attacks on a neighbor 
should apply equally to all; otherwise inter- 
vention would have legal status. 


Finally, the United States can demonstrate 
that its economic policy, which once stressed 
unilateral aid and private investment, has 
been altered to fit Latin America’s insistent 
demand for more control over its own de- 
velopment. Washington will furnish nearly 
half of the billion-dollar capital for the In- 
ter-American Bank, in which all participants 
will have a voice. 

Since Vice President Nixon’s unhappy ex- 
periences in South America nearly two years 
ago, the Eisenhower Administration has re- 
versed much of its Latin American policy. 
Consequently Secretary Herter has a strong 
case to present at Santiago. 


Twenty-Seven Years After 

A brief notice of the death of Brig. Gen.

In the end Gen. MacArthur told President 
Hoover that “the institutions of our govern- 
ment”. had been’ “severely threatened,” but 
the nation did not believe it, and Gen. Glass- 
ford never believed it. Twenty-seven years 
later, he should be remembered for that.

Question fon Rockefeller 
Throughout a full week of intense public 
discussion of President Eisenhower's forth- 
coming exchange of visits with Premier 
Khrushchev, one voice has been impressively 
silent. Almost everybody has had something 
to say, one way or another, about the new 
direction of American foreign policy which 
this exchange is believed to signal. But Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller of New York, so far as we 
are aware, has uttered not & word of comment. 


What does Gov. Rockefeller think of the 
President's decision? Surely the country has 
a right to know. Gov. Rockefeller is a poten- 
tial presidential candidate of the first rank, 
though for tactical reasons he is delaying a 
final decision on entering the race until later 
this year. Even as a potential candidate, he 
owes the public his personal opinion on the 
Eisenhower-Khrushchev exchange. 


A special reason for making his views clear 
arises from the fact, cited by W. H. Lawrence 
in The New York Times, that Gov. Rockefeller 
avoided making even courtesy calls on Soviet 
Vice Premiers Mikoyan and Kozlov when 
they visited this country. He also turned 
down an invitation to the opening of the Sovi- 
et exhibition in New York, even though it 
was attended by President Eisenhower and 
Vice President Nixon. 


Do these actions of Gov..Rockefeller’s indi- 
cate that he is opposed to the kind of ex- 
changes which the Nixon, Mikoyan, Kozlov, 
Eisenhower and Khrushchev visits represent? 
Is he against the cold war thaw which seems 
to be under way? Does he think the present 
course of Administration policy is mistaken? 


Nearly everybody in the country seems to 
have an answer to these questions except Gov. 
Rockefeller. We think he owes an obligation 
to answer them. If he is opposed to the Soviet 
exchanges, let him frankly say so and tell 
why. If he favors them, let him state that 
position and explain it. Either way would be 
better than continuing this strange silence. 


Toledo’s Downtown Mall 


Following the example of Kalamazoo and 
Grand Haven, Mich., Toledo, once led by 
Brand Whitlock and Golden Rule Jones, 
has begun an experiment that will in- 
terest still other communities. It has barred 
vehicular traffic from a two-block stretch 
of two downtown streets and turned the 
entire area into pedestrian shopping malls. 
Merchants have made the mall arrea attrac- 
tive to visitors with flowers and shrubs 
and pools, as proof that there can be beauty 
in the heart of a city. Gov. DiSalle of Ohio 
inspected the area in the city over which he 
formerly presided as Mayor and said: “The 
malls are very progressive. I hope they will 
succeed.” So do we hope they will succeed. 
And if they succeed in Toledo we hope that 
many cities will follow its example and that 
one of them might be St. Louis. The experi- 
ment in closing St. Charles street between 
Seventh and Eighth streets Aug. 20, for a 
fashion show under the auspices of Down- 
town in St. Louis, Inc., may prove just the 
incentive needed. 


Coalition at Work 


The House Judiciary Committee has ap- 
proved a civil rights bill including most of 
President Eisenhower’s recommendations, It 
does not fit the Administration program more 
closely because Republicans helped Southern 
Democrats defeat two of the President’s pro- 
posals. 

In a last-minute switch, the committee 
erased Mr. Eisenhower’s plan for federal aid 
to help schools develop desegregation.

of military personnel when local schools are 
closed to avoid integration.

Where 
the bill goes from here clearly depends on 
how strongly the Republicans support their 
Administration on civil rights.

It is a game full of sport and science and skill 
that we play nightly before we go to bed. One of us 
stands on the bed while the other helps brace the 
knees of the standee, a pose not unlike the statue of 
the pioneer mother. A sweeping motion of the swatter 
by the standee usually picks off two or three although 
I am not too good at this. 


“Swipe, don’t spatter,” I’m told. But I let my zeal run 
away with me. 

Anyway, after the first one or two direct hits, the mos- 
quitoes are wary and light with the lightest touches, ready 
to soar away before the shadow of the swatter approaches. 

“Missed him. He flew into the sun,” my partner said 
the other night. 

We try other techniques. There is the living sacrifice 
approach in which one of us lies on the bed and offers himself 
as temptation while the other nonchalantly pretends to read 
a magazine. As the mosquito lights on the bare arm or leg 
of the sacrifice, the reader nails him. There are a couple of 
drawbacks to this method. Sometimes the reader gets so 
engrossed she forgets to swat and the bitee gets pretty bitter.

Enlarged H eart 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am in my early 50s and have 
had high blood pressure for about the last 20 years. The 
‘doctor tells me I have an enlarged heart due to this, but he 
says I don’t have heart trouble. Wouldn’t an enlarged heart 
be called heart trouble?—Mrs. R. H.”’ 

“Tet’s translate human bodies into other terms for a 
moment. Let’s think of the heart as a ‘“‘pump,” which is pre- 
cisely what it is, and blood vessels as “‘pipes,”’ which is what 
they are. These ‘“‘pipes’’ have many branches, constantly 
smaller with each branching. No mechanical system could 
ever be so complicated. 


Now if, for one or for several reasons, it becomes 
more difficult to push the blood through the “pipes,” 
the heart has to pump harder to get the work done. 
As the heart is forced to work harder, it gradually 
enlarges. In this respect, of course, it is entirely un- 
like a mechanical pump, which if called upon to do 
too much, simply fails on the job. But the living heart 
tries to adjust to the load. 


The cause of an overload on the heart may not be just-one 
thing. There may be a fault in the valve of the heart, so that 
blood leaks back through the valve, thus requiring more 
“pumping strokes” to, move the necessary amount of blood. 
Or the “‘pipes,” or arteries, may have one or more places 
where they are too small to carry the necessary volume of 
blood at normal pressure, so the heart works harder and hence 
increases the pressure. Yet the heart itself may be without 
any flaw of its own.

The answer to your specific question—doesn’t an enlarged 
heart amount to heart trouble?—is ‘‘no.” Not necessarily. It 
may or it may not. An “enlarged heart” means that the heart 
has been required to work too hard. It may be the result of 
some defect in the heart, but it may be from some cause 
other than in the heart.

We shall have weather, accord- 
ing to plot. 


THIS VARIATION of an old 
weather jingle states an objec- 
tive rather than an accomplished 
fact. There are many IFs that 
must be overcome before the 
objective becomes fact. But 
what a blessing—and possibly a 
Pandora’s box—such power of 
weather control could bring to 
the nation that first resolved 
those IFs! 

One aspect that has intrigued 
the military meteorologists is 
the use of weather control as a 
weapon of war. History is re- 
plete with examples of how un- 
controlled weather has furthered 
or defeated invasion plans. The 
deep snows of Russia that routed 
Napoleon, the winds that 
wrecked the Spanish Armada, 
the storm that almost turned 
back the Western Allies in the 
invasion of Normandy are read- 
ily called to mind. If man could 
just produce such storms or 
prevent their occurrence, he 
would have a tactical, and per- 
haps strategic, weapon of the 
first magnitude. It’s a very big

Howard T. Orville, 
(Ret.), former Navy 
meteorologist now employed by 
a firm of weather instrument 
manufacturers and for four 
years head of the President’s 
Advisory Commitee on Weather 
Control, would use cloud seed- 
ing techniques to this end. 


Capt. Orville envisions a fleet 
of planes dropping Balloons con- 
taining silver iodide crystals at 
a point near the enemy’s con- 
centrations of troops and trans- 
port. The exact point would be 
determined by wind forecasts. 
The balloons. would be carried 
by the jet stream at high speed 
through the upper air. They 
would be exploded at a prede- 
termined point where  recon- 
naissance had shown clouds to 
exist—the right kind of clouds 
at the right stage for seeding, 
of course. 

The explosion would release 
the silver iodide crystals and 
the wind would carry the clouds 
to the target area. If all compu- 
tations were correct (there’s 
that ever-present IF again) rain 
would deluge the enemy and 
render him immobile. By using 
the same technique, it has been 
suggested, man-made rains and 
storms could be used against 
naval fleets and aircraft car- 
riers to hamper their operations 
and idle their planes. 

Cloud production as well as 
cloud dissipation is also under 
consideration. Carbon black, 
which has high heat absorp- 
tive characteristics, has been 
used experimentally to alter 
temperatures in the atmosphere 
and thus produce clouds and fog 
banks. Navy tests have shown 
that it is possible by seeding 
the tops of clouds with this ma- 
terial to destroy the clouds. 


Military leaders also foresee 
the possibility of using space 
satellites or space stations as 
weather weapons. If a satellite 
could be made to focus the sun’s 
rays on a specific area of earth 
for sustained periods, they would 
soon burn up the crops and 
thereby destroy an enemy’s war 
potential. Experiments also have 
shown that a thin film of a 
chemical such as hexadecanol 
over large bodies of water has 
the effect of sharply reducing 
evaporation. The chemical is 
harmless and tasteless. If it 
could be used on a large enough 
scale, it could produce drouth 
in those areas whose rainfall is 
dependent on the evaporation. 

Turning to the peaceful uses 
of weather control, meteorolo- 
gists have been taking a new 
look at hurricanes and torna- 
does.

This 
pumping process is believed by 
some to provide the driving 
energy of the entire hurricane. 
The amount of air used in the 
pumping process is thought to 
be less than one per cent of the 
entire volume of the storm. 

If this theory is correct, then 
any method that would destroy 
only those clouds that appear 
to be involved in the pumping 
process would, presumably, stop 
the hurricance before it really 
gets started. 

An even more dramatic hurri- 
cane weapon: has been sug- 
gested.

“Popular conceptions that the 
‘A’ and ‘H’ bombs can be used 
to blow up hurricanes or to pro- 
duce other profound effects on 
the weather appear to be pure 
fantasy. Awesome as is the 
power of one of these nuclear 
‘muscles,’ they pale into signifi- 
cance by comparison with the

We must 
envision a more sophisticated 
approach.” 

Dr. Henry Wexler, director of 
meteorological research at the 
United States Weather Bureau, 
has suggested that the entire 
Arctic Ocean could be cleared 
of ice by the explosion of H- 
bombs. He calculates that as 


many as 10 such bombs, explod- 


ed under water, could throw 
enough steam into the air to 
blanket the ocean with an ice 
fog, effectively reducing the 
amount of heat radiating from 
the surface into the sky. Since 
winds and ocean currents from 
warmer areas are constantly 
bringing heat to the Arctic, the 
slowing of its escape would pre- 
vent the formation of new ice. 
Since about three feet normally 
melts off the Arctic ice pack 
each summer, the effect of the 
ice fog would be to accelerate 
greatly the shrinkage of the ice 
pack and ultimately to melt it 
entirely. = 

This would permit ships bound 
from New York to the Orient 
to sail directly over the North 
Pole and saye thousands of 
miles. It might also turn 
Alaska’s climate into something 
closer to that of the Middle West, 
greatly temper the icy blasts 
that come down from Canada 
each winter, and thus exert a 
profound effect on the climate of 
virtually all of North America: 


But, as Wexler and Houghton 
point out, such a development 
would be fraught with grave 
danger. For example, the melt- 
ing of the great ice sheets 
over Greenland and Northern 
Canada could raise the ocean 
level by possibly 40 feet and 
thus submerge such great ports 
as New York, London, Rotter- 
dam and San Francisco. The 
melting of the ocean ice itself 
would not have this result 
since it would not affect the 
ocean level. 


But it could have another 
tremendous possibility. The 
winds that now blow out from 
the icy expanses of the North 
Pole are dry. But coming in 
contact with an open sea they 
would become moisture laden. 
This would mean heavy snows 
and the expansion of present 
glaciers to such an extent as 
possibly to bring on another 
ice age. Ever think what it

habitable vast, now frigid areas 
of Siberia, Alaska and Canada. 
The venture would be fraught 
with the same risks as any other 
attempt to make the Arctic an 
open ocean, however. 


The Government has sponsored 
experiments of spreading a thin 
layer of coal dust, carbon black 
or other colored pigments over 
ice and snow. The dark material 
absorbs up to perhaps 80 per 
cent of solar heat, whereas ice 
and snow reflect back almost 
this much. The higher heat ab- 
sorption melts the ice and snow 
and warms the soil enough to 
permit early planting of crops. 
In a recent Associated Press 
dispatch from Tokyo, it is re- 
ported the Red Chinese hope to 
use this same method to melt 
huge glaciers in northwest China 
and provide enough water there- 
by to irrigate more than 50,000 
acres of potential farmland. 

A new approach to the prob- 
lem of violent weather is being 
made through research into at- 
mospheric electricity, Capt. Or- 
ville reported. Some researchers 
believe that violent thunder- 
storms result when the electrical 
balance between the earth and 
the ionosphere is disturbed. The 
storms, it is believed, restore 
the balance. If research estab- 
lishes that such is indeed the 
case, Capt. Orville believes it 
might be possible to establish 
artificial electrostatic fields that 
would break up or modify violent 
local storms. 

Dr. Houghton, who described 
himself as a ‘“‘conservative opti- 
mist,” says that man’s under- 
standing of atmospheric proc- 
esses is still too incomplete to 
permit him seriously to propose 
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methods of control. Nevertheless, 
he wrote, recent progress in 
meteorological research is such 
that it no longer appears vision- 
ary to talk about weather con- 
trol. 

Dr. Houghton says: 

“It would be unthinkable to 
embark on such a vast experi- 
ment before we are able to pre- 
dict with some certainty what 
the effects would be. Without 
such knowledge, the effects 
might be catastrophic or, as a 
lesser evil, there might be no 
noticeable effect after the expen- 
diture of large sums. A much 
more reasonable approach lies in 
continuation of basic research. 
For reasons quite aside from 
weather control, we are now at- 
tempting to construct ever more 
realistic mathematical models of 
the atmosphere. When a model 
has been developed that seems to 
incorporate all the important 
features of the rea] atmosphere 
we can rather easily explore the 
effects of artificial modifications 
of the type already mentioned. 

“The only realistic path to- 
wards weather control lies in a 
vigorous and long-term program 
of basic research in the atmos- 
phere. Although I have sug- 
gested one path of research, I 
wish to emphasize that all 
aspects of basic research in 
meteorology should be carried 
forward. For al] we know, some 
other phenomenon such as atmos- 
pheric electricity may hold the 
key to weather control. Even if 
weather control proves to be im- 


possible, the knowledge gained 


from a sound research program 
cannot fail to result in improved 
weather forecasts and many 
other, as yet unimagined, bene- 
fits to mankind.”’ 


Noting that reports from many 
sources show the Russians are 
embarked on a very large mete- 
orological research effort, Dr. 
Houghton expressed grave con- 
cern that the Communists might 
be the first to discover a feasible 
method of weather control. Un- 
less America remains ahead of 
or abreast of the Russians, the 
prospects for international agree- 
ments On weather control are 
poor indeed, he wrote in the 
December 1957 Bulletin of the 
American Meteorological Society. 
Any unfavorable modification of 
the American climate in the 
guise of a peaceful effort to im- 
prove Russia’s climate could ser- 
iously weaken the American eco- 
nomy and will to resist, he wrote. 


“All too often we Americans 
confuse technological progress 
with research,’”’ he declared. 
“Basic research is the search 
for an understanding of nature’s 
mysteries with no immediate ap- 
plication in mind. The life blood 
of technological progress is the 
result of such basic research and 
we can no longer depend on other 
countries to supply the vital 
plasma (as we did with nuclear 
fission). Basis research in mete- 
orology can be justified solely on 
tne economic importance of im- 
proved weather forecasting, but 
the possibility of weather control 
makes it mandatory.”

Dog Days Do 


By Leonard Hall 


THERE COMES A TIME dur- 
ing August when nature seems 
to slow down and rest. Gen- 
erally we notice it after a spell 
of hot and sultry weather such 
as we suffered through recently. 
Now the trees, having gotten 
their full year’s growth, will put 
forth no more twigs nor increase 
in girth until next year, Leaves 
are fully mature and hang list- 
lessly through: the sultry after- 
noons, although with our rains 
they are still lush and green, 
‘Dog days” was what the coun- 
try people called this season, in 
the old times. Derivation of the 
word is obscured in antiquity but 
it seems to refer to the season 
when Sirius, the Dog Star, is in 
conjunction with the sun. This 
comes between late July and 
early September and was 
thought to be when dogs went 
mad. 

Grasses and weeds donot stop 
growing during ‘dog days” al- 
though some species such as 
bluegrass do have a dormant 
spell at this season. Grasses 
and legumes that have been 
mowed start making their 
autumn growth and will be well 
along before frost. 


Weeds thrive on even the 
hottest weather; not only the 
bad ones, but the good ones, 
as well. Snakeroot and 
thoroughwort, goldenrod and 
ironweed, amaranth or pig- 
weed, lamb’s quarter and rag- 
weed which has the odd name 
of Ambrosia, Spanish needles 
and wild sunflower, chicory 
and burdock and many an- 
other keep right on growing. 
Some of these are easy to 
control, others are real pests 
in meadow and small grain 
and cornfields. 

There is one quite common 
weed in our part of the Ozarks 
which is regarded as a pest, so 
that we somewhat look down on 
the farmer whose fields it has 
invaded. This is the chicory, an 
import from Europe which ‘in 
that part of the world is not con- 
sidered a weed. It is, in fact, 
planted in pastures and alone 
as a forage crop and is said by 
some farmers overseas to sur- 
pass alfalfa in the volume of 
valuable livestock food it pro- 
duces. It is not too easy to 
eradicate, once it takes hold, but 
since it makes good hay this is 
not serious. 

Anyone interested in weeds 
should certainly look up Edwin 
Spencer’s book, “Just Weeds.” 
This was published originally 
some 20 years ago and our copy 
went the way of many books 
and some farm machinery not 
walking home after we loaned 
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y §6tiniest of all songsters except &

The illustrations by Emma Berg- 
dolt are marvels of accuracy 
and naturalness. It is“a fine 
addition to the countryman’s li- 
brary—or that of anyone who 
has a garden and likes plants. 


Another thing we notice in 
these weeks of August is that 
the birds, except for an occa- 
sional token melody, have al- 
most stopped singing During 
the last week of July we could 
still count on a good tape re- 
cording session if we were up 
at 4 a.m.

Uncle Ray’s Column 
Varieties of Treehoppers 


By Ramon Coffman 


- AN OBSERVER who took spe- 
cial notice of treehoppers made 
this remark: 

“Nature must have been in 
a joking mood when treehoppers 
were developed.” 

Treehoppers exist in large 
numbers, but they are likely to 
escape notice. They are small, 
often less than a quarter of an 
inch long. Their coloring makes 
them blend with plants. 

One kind of treehopper is often 
present on the Virginia creeper, 
during late spring and early 
summer. 

Another kind is fond of sun- 
flowers, The female lays her 
eggs on sunflower leaves, and 
stays near them until they 
hatch. The young ones leave 
bits of sweet juice on the 
leaves, -and this leads ants to 
troop up and down the sun- 
flower stalks. 

Most treehoppers live among 
the leaves and branches of 
trees, From our viewpoint, these 
insects are rather ugly, but I 
suppose that their “looks” are 
satisfactory in their own tribe. 

One kind is known as the 
“buffalo treehopper.’’ This name 
arose from the fact that it has

horns of a sort, shaped a bit like 
those of a buffalo. 

The buffalo treehopper ig out- 
classed in size by a buffalo or 
bison. Let us suppose, however, 
that it could grow to the size of 
a bison. Then the horns would be 
larger than those of any buffalo 
or bison that ever lived! 

Buftalo treehoppers lay thelr 
eggs on small twigs of some 
fruit trees. The young cause 
damage to those trees, but 
hardly enough for alarm. , 

If you have a magnifying 
glass, you may find it interest- 
ing to capture a treehopper and 
study it through the lens.
